FINANCIAL BILL 


Retirement of the Greenback Circula- 
tion One of the Chief Features 
of the New Measure. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 10. — Congressman 
Charles N. Fowler. chairman of the House 
committee on banking aml currency, is in 
Chicago to confer with bankers on the de- 
tails of the financial bill he is to introduce 
mt the expected extra session of Congress. 

Mr. Fowler has outlined the plan of his 
bill. It will include three leading features, 
Sach of which would represent an im- 
portant change in the currency system. 

The first feature provides for a retire- 
ment of the greenbacks, or for their “‘hn- 


banks be compelled to hold # per cent of 
their cash reserves in United States notes, 
As the national banks today are volunta-

The second feature is for the aegesilnd 
of all public money in the banks, the £0v- 
ernment to get 2 per cent Interest al he 
secured by a first lien on 
relationship between the government and 
the banks thus resembling the presess re- 
lationship of states and munic palities to 
the banks where they kee their money on 
deposit, Deposits are not to be larger than 
0 per cent of the paid-up capital of banks 
receiving them. 

The third feature of the bill 
provision foo “asset” or ‘credit 
National banks will be permitted to put 
out such currency by depositing -1n the 
l'nited States treasury gold coin or govern- 
ment bonds equal to 5 per cent of the 
amount so put oyt.

Prisoners Wore Many Clothes to Have 
His “Worldly Possessions 
About Him.”

DENVER, Oolo., Sept. 10.—Wearing an 
overcoat, two coats, three colored shirts, 
three pairs of trousers and over all and 
through all a liberal coat of Colorado dust, 
Peter Moore appeared in the justice court 
before Magistrate Hynes to answer to the 
charge of vagrancy. 

Peter had been arrested as a bench loaf- 
er at the courthouse and-is apparently men- 
tally befogged. He could not tell where 
he had come from, where be was going nor 
give any lucid account of himself. When 
asked the reason for so much clothing at 
this time of the year the dusty wanderer 
told the court with an air of perfect con- 
Viction that the world was on the verge of 
& terrfble disaster. of what nature he was 
unable to say, and that it behooved al!

The swelling contmued, and eventually 
three physicians were called in. They 
found that blood poisoning had developed. 

The poison from the finger was quickly 
communicated to the lungs, and pneu- 
monia developed, followed soon by de- 
cided symptoms of typhus fever. 

Next, and before either the penumonia or 
typhus could be checked, the patient's 
heart became affected; Sunday the poison 
reached her brain and she lost conscious- 
ness. After that stage of the disease’s 
progress the fight for her recovery be- 
came hopeless. 

Mrs. Breuque was 33 vears old, and was 
apparently in excellent health at the time 
of the accident.

STRUCK IT RICK 


Great Coal Vein Was on Land He Pre- 
Emptied as He Had Prophe- 
| sled. 


Specia! to the Post-Dispatcr. 

SALT LAKE, Utah, Sept: 10.—Perry 8S. 
Heath, former assistant postmaster gen- 
eral, a tenderfoot, who came West two 
years ago, has discovered the greatest vein 
of bituminous coal ever discovered in the 
western country. The discovery means at 
least $500,000. 

The story of this record-breaking strike 
Is ga remarkable one. On August 23 Mr. 
Heath filed a patent to 620 acres of land 
in Southern Wyoming. This tract had 
been considered barren in every way. Three 
days after the filling of the claim on the 
government land the coal discovery was 
made. The vein is ome of amazing depth. 
It runs from 18 to # feet and has been 
traced eight miles. For geveral miles it 
runs only two feet from the surface, and 
all that is necessary to mine the coal is to 
shovel off the surface dirt and then load 
the fuel. 

While Mr. Heath was visiting Yellow- 
stone Park last summer he stopped over in 
Evanston, Wyo., ard went 13 miles south 
of that town to inspect some mineral landa. 
While on the government territory he no- 
ticed some black tracings and remarked at 
the time that he believed that a big vein 
of coal could be found there. Coming home 
he thought the matter over and concluded 
to file patents on the land. This he 4€id. 
Abcut this time the Union Pactfic had a 
party in the field trving to locate the east- 
ern dip of the famous Cumberland vein of 
coal. Joseph Acock, who § represented 
Heath, watched these prospectors unt!! 
they were only two miles from the Heath 
clatm. He hired a force of men and hegan 
to prospect on Heath's land. One foot of 
soll was thrown when the Cumberland vein 
was struck. Dicgeing down they found that 
the vein was 4 feet In depth. 

The strike is seven miles from the Unton 
Pacific and Oregon Short Line Railroads 
and only three miles from the Burlington 
extenaion.

Why the Chief of the Southern Confederacy Was Manaclied 
at Fortress Monroe—By Order of the War 7 
? Department.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—The discussion 
of Gen. Miles as a possible candidate for 
the presidency has inspired an attempt 
to renew the old charge that he put man- 
acles on the ankles of Jefferson Davis in 
order to insult and torture his prisoner, 
and that that treatment undermined the 
health and shortened the hfe of Mr. 
Davis. ¢ 

It is interesting to read the exact facts, 
which are all to be found in the written 
and printed records. 

President Lincoln was assassinated at 
Washington on the night of April 14, 1866, 
five days after the surrender of lee at 
Appomattox. An almost simultaneous at- 
tempt to murder Secretary of State Seward 
was made. 

On May 2 just eighteen days after the 
Ceath of Lincoln, his successor, President 
Johrson, issued a proclamation beginning 
as follows: 

Whereas. It appears from evidence in the Bu- 
reau of Milltary Justice that the atrocious rmuurder 
of the late President Lincoln and the attempted 
assassination of the Hon. Wililam Hi. Seward were 
incited, concerted and procured by and between 
Jefferson Davis, late of Richmond, Va.. and Clem- 
ent C. Clay, Beverly Tucker, George N. Saunders, 
William C. Cleary and other rebels and traitors 
against the government of the. United States, bar- 
bored in Canada, 

Now. therefore, to the end that inetice may 
he done. I, Andrew Johnson, l’resident of the 
United States, do offer and promise for the arrest 
of said persons, or either of them, within the Iim- 
ite of the United States so that they can le 
prought to trial, the following awards: 

One hundred thousand dollars for the arrest of 
Jefferson Davis 

Twenty-fiive thousand dollars for the arrest of 
Clement C. Clay. 

Then followed various rewards for the 
arrest of the other persons named in the 
President’s proclamation. 

It must be remembered that Mr. Davis 
aid not versonallv surrender with his armies 
or when his capital fell, but, according to 
his own written account. attempted to es- 
cape into Canada. He was captured by 
soldiers near Irwinville. Ga., and was sent 
to Fortress Monroe as an accomplice of the 
murderer of Lincoin. 

Of course. no one would now seriously 
listen to such an accugation against Mr. 
Davis, but at that time the passions and 
prejudices engendered by the great war 
were intensified by the cowardly assasaina- 
tion of Mr. Linvoin, and President John- 
son's official declaration that the charge 
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leader of the Confederacy was 
“evidgnoe in the bureau of mil- 
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one or prisoner of war in the ordinary 
sense, but as a person charged with com- 
plicity in the assassination of the President 
of the United States. The charge may have 
been. and as a matter of fact was, grossly 


untrue, but it was a charge made jrublicly 
by President Johnson. 

When Mr. Davis was in Fortress Monroe 
manacles were placed on his ankles. He 
knocked down the blacksmith who secured 
his limbs. and it took four strong men 
to hold him while the manacles were at- 
tached.

Surveyor Has Thrilling Midnight En- 
counter on San Bernar- 
dino Peak. 


SAN BERNARDONO, Cal., Sept. 12.—C. 


Ragsdale of San Francisco, a United 
States government surveyor, had a thrill- 
ing fight witih mountain lions high up in 
the San Bernardino mountain range Fri- 
day night. Ragsdale and his party have 
been at work extending the San Bernardi- 
no base line east through a wild and iso- 
lated section of the mountains in the vi- 
cinity of Mount San Bernardino.

A year ago a few Indians began doing 
day labor and the agents were greatly en- 
couraged. 
Indians for the work provided, now it has 
become a serious problem to find work for 
the Indians. 

“It is not the lack of disposition, but the 
lack of opportunity,” declared A. O. 
Wright, supervisor of Indian schools, who 
recently returned from a trip through the 
South Dakota and Nebraska reservations.

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ANY CHINESE AP 
COMING TO MEXICO 


Eng Hok Fong’s New Steamship Com- 
pany to Supply Ranch and 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 1..—Eng Hok 
Fong of Hongkong, presideat of the 
China Commercial Steamship Co., who ar- 
rived at the Palace from the Orient severa! 
days ago, left for the City of Mexico yes- 
terday to attend a conference of wealthy 
Mexican ranchers and miners who are said 
to be disirous of making a contract with 
President Fong by which he will agree to 
bring over to them 8000 capable Chinese 
workmen. 

Fong's company has four steamers in ser- 
vice between Hongkong and the Mexican 
port of Manzanillo. On each trip each 
Steamer is bringing about 600 or 600 China- 
men, and so far a total of 160 Mongolians 
have been landed at Manzanillo. All of 
these Chinamen have been employed on 
new contsruction work by the Mexican 
Central road. Harriman’s Mexican Natien- 
@l road will take a great many additional! 
Mongolians when, in the near future, it ex- 
tends its Mexican International branch to 
the coast at Mazatlan from the interior 
city of Durango. 

Fong realizes the limited character of the 
demand of the rairoads in that country for 
Chinese labor. Hence, :is anxiety to cre- 
ate a demand from the farms and minos. 
He has had agents tn Mexico working on 
those lines, and one result of their labors 
is the forthcoming conference. Mexican 
officials are said to be friendly to a large 
Chinese immigration, and if the conference 
turns out as he desires it is the intention 
of Fong to add two more steamers.

‘were told they would be given work by 
which they could obtain more food and | 
clothing than they ever had. 
With July came grumbling. The older, 
warriors, who have never forgiven the ag- | 
gression of the whites. were for standing 
upon the the treaty. But the younger In- 
dians became hungry and, besides, they had 
no grievances. ne day three Indians 
asked the Rosebud agent for work and then 
showed the dollars to their tribesmen. The 
news was not long tn spreading and many 
others went to work during the summer. 
The first employment was offered by the 
overnment upon the roads at $1.3 a day. 
Soon the roads had been put in the best 
— condition and the government 
rrought bridges and had the Indians string 
the girders. All advisable bridges were 
built and stil] the Sioux, now eager for the 
dollars, were insatiable. Then the govern- 
ment carried out somé irrigation schemes, 
bullding storage tanks for stocks, that the 
range country might be utilized. Three 
large reservoirs were constructed in the 
Wakpamini district, four in the Medicine 
Root and aix in the Pass Creek district. A 
dam built entirely by Indians just east of 
the buildings at the Pine Ridge agency con- 
teins 8500 cubic yards of earth and made a 
reservoir 1000 feet long and 10 fget deep. 


Look for Work 


Off Reservatiton 

The government has carried out all the 
work that can be found to do and the Sioux 
have gone off the reservation for employ- 
ment. This year for the first time a few 
Sioux helped shock wheat and barley in 
northern counties of Nebraska and Charles 
Mix County, South Dakota, at $2 q day. 

Last fall about 200 went from the Rose 
bud agency and 60 from the Pine Ridge ind 
did practically all the construction work on 
the extension of the Elkhorn road to Bone- 
sicel, 8. D. Several have obtained perma- 
nent employment as section hands for Elk- 
horn and B. & M. railroads, and the com- 
panies say they are good workmen. The 
younger bucks have offered themselves as 
cowboys for the ranchmen, but not many 
are employed on the ranges and few found 
work in this way.

But the great majority of the Sloux are 
confined on reservations in the semlarid 
district, where the land can be utilized 
for nothing but cattle grazing without ir- 
rigation. A small proportions of the In- 
dians on each reservation own herds, those 
on the Pine Ridge agency aggreguting [*,- 
000 head. But the Indian cannot grasp the 
intricacies of cattle raising reodtly and he 
finds it casier. if not so profitable to lease 
his land to ranchmen. With ne Wwrination 
in prospect for western South Dakota there 
seems no posstbhility of the Sioux support- 
ing themselves from the soll on their 
reservations. 

The transformation of the Indian into a 
workingman, however, could never have 
been brought about so easily had it not 
been for the reformation in other lines that 
has been going on for years. This wus 
first educational and religious and then 
commercial. It is doubtful if even a few 
people removed from the Indian districts 
understand the civilization which the red 
man has already attained.
